SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Statements of Mrs. Lee and Mrs, 
Rising, Whe Say They Saw 
Dye When He Was 

Shot. 


The trial of Mason Bradfield for the mur- 
der of Joseph Franklin Dye, on May 14 last. 
was resumed before Judge Smith and a jury 
in Department One of the Superior Court 
yesterday morning, and was marked by 
sowe very sensational developments during 
thé course of the day. Though the attend- 
ance was very small when the day’s pro- 
ceedings commenced, the courtroom grad- 
ually filled up aud in the afternoon even 
standing room was at a premium, 

The defendant, as on the two preceding 
days, was accompanied by his mother. and 
several other ladies occupied seats in the 
body of the courtroom. 

Owing tothe number of ex parte matters 
which cialmed Judge Smith’s attention. it 
was 10:35 u’cluck before the case was called. 
and the trial was resumed, 

The first witness calied to the stand was 
Mrs. L. Lee, a tall aod rather prepossess- 
ing brunette, quietly attired in a black silk 
dress and a neat bonnet of biack aud guid. 
She testified in a modest and self-possessed 
manner that on the afterovon of May 14 
last she left her residence at No. 768 Lyon 
street with a lady named Mrs. Rising, to 
visit her dressmaker. As they were walk- 
ing up Commercial street from Alameda 
street on the north side she noticed a man 
walkiug asbort distavce ahead of them. 
His head was bent down slightly, as if he 
was in deep thought, Just as he reached 
Germain’s wuolesale fruit store, and they 
reached the vacant store next door, a shot 
was fired. The witness and her companion 
were very much startled, and Mrs, Lee 
caught hold of Mrs. Rising’s arm and 
Started to draw her away across the street. 
Alter they had taken a few steps another 
shot was tired, and the Man who had walk- 
ed abead of them, fell. A horse reared up 
iu the middie of the street close to the 
witness, whe separated from Mrs. Rising 
and rap across to the south side of the 
street. On looking upto ascertain where 
the shotscame from, the witness noticed 
some smoke rolling away trom a window io 
the Arlington, and saw the curtains wmov- 
ing, but could not see any person or weapun 
there, 

On cross-examination the witness created 
somewhat of a sensation by stating that her 
husvand was a Chinaman named Hong Lee, 
aud that she had been married eight years. 
She testified that she was a Canadian. and 
that her parents were English, She had 
only known Mrs. Rising, the lady who was 
with her at the time of the shooting, for 
about five months. 

She was then asked whether or not she 
knew of Mrs. Rising having written to or 
seen Mrs. Bradtieid with regard to this cuse, 
but she replied emphatically that she did 


not. 

The District Attorney raised an objection 
to the question, but the Court overruled it, 
Juige Carpenter insisting that tue defense 
had aright to show that Mrs. Rising aud 
this woman had put up a scheme to Diack- 
mail the defendant, ‘ 

Mrs, Lee was very closelv questioned as 
to the time she left her house, and the dis- 
tance between it and the Arlington. Sue 
stated that she had luoch about the usual 
time, 12 o’ciock, but did not speud very 
many minutes eating, af er which it took 
ber about three-quarters of an hout to dress. 
She then started with Mrs. Rising to walk 
up to Mra, Eubank’s dressmaking rooms on 
Broadway. From Lyon street they walked 
to Aliso, thence to Alameda, where the wit- 
ness stopped at a store to get seme 
string. with which to tie up a parcel 
she was carrying. Crossing Alameda street 
they started up Commercial street toward 
Main street. and the witness again stopped 
to fix her parcel, on the siaewaik. It might 
have been twenty-five minutes from the 
time she left her house until the first shot 
was fired. The man who was shot was 
probably five or six yards ahead of her 
when she stopped to tie ber parcel for the 
second time, and as a matter of conse- 
quence he increased the distance between 
them before she started again. She did vot 
know the man and simply noticed him be- 
cause there were so few peopie on the 
street at that time. She was not looking at 
him when the first shot was fired, but saw 
him lying on his back after the second shot. 
His right hand was up to his head, but his 

left »ppeared to be paralyzed and hung by 
his side. 

For over half an hour the witness was 
kept upon the rack and calied upon to reit- 
erate her story over and over again until 
the Court interfered in ber behalf. 

She then went on to state that ‘immedi- 
ately after the m:n fell a number of prople 
came running from every direction and a 
crowd svon gathered round the body. Mrs. 
Rising wanted to go back to see whether he 
was hurt or not; but the witness, after stop- 
ping to talk with two or three persons in 
the crowd, went on. Both women were 
very thankful to have eso ped. as they con- 
sidered that they came very near being shot, 
‘The witness stated that she was not sub- 
poœnaed until Tuesday afternoon, Mrs. 
Rising handing her the sub; @ca when she 
returned home, as she was cut when it was 
left. She had not talked about the case, as 
faras she could remember, aithough she 
admitted having discussed the shwoting 
with Mrs. Rising and their husbands. 
When questioned as to the smoke after the 
shooting, the witness expressed herself as 
certain that it came from a bay window in 
the Arlington, 

The prosecution on re-direct examination 
endeavored to remedy this trifling inac- 
curacy, but Mrs. Lee was confident that it 
wasabay window from which the smoke 
rolled away. 

Mrs. Kosa Rising then took the stand. 
She testified that she resided with her bus- 
band, Robert Arthur Rising, on her own 
property on Lyon street. Her husband had 
been ia the English army, but was now re- 
tired. On tne l4thof May last she left her 
house shortly afver 2 o’clock with Mrs. Lee, 
one of her tenants, to walk up town. As 
they crossed Alameda street to Commercial 
aman emerged from the Spence building 
and walked infrontof them on the west 
side of the street. The witrmess noticed 
him particularly because he was the only 
person on the street with them. He waiked 
slowly, with his head bent in thought. and 
his right arm crooked as though 
he was hoiding a toothpick in his 
mouth or pulling his mustache. 
The witness, who waiked slightly ahead of 
her companion tried to pass the man once 
or twice, but as he kept in the center of the 
sidewalk, which is very narrow. and paid 
no attention to the women, they dropped 
back a few feet and wuaiked along benind 
nim. Just as he reached Germain’s buiid- 
ing, and asthe witness was abreast of the 
vacant store adjoining it, she heard a swish- 
ing sound followed by the report of a gun. 
A number of bullets struck the wall in front 
of her, and some of the plaster was scat- 
tered on her dress. Her tirst thought was 
thatshe was shot, and calling out, “Ov! 
My God!” Sue stopped. At that moment 
Mrs. Lee caught hold of her, and dragged 
her from the sidewalk, and the second shot 
was fired. As she stepped into the roadway 
the witness looked over her sboulder and 
saw the man who had walked ahead of 
them, in the act of falling. She then 


ran across the street and hid be- 
hind a buggy trembiing with fright, 
but arxivous to 866 What had 


happened, and a man rushed out of the 
Arlington bareheaded, across the street, 
and kneit down by the wounded man’s head. 
Another man also ran dowa the street and 
knelt down, aud a crowd soon gathered, 

After the shots were fired sue uaturaliy 
looked up and saw smoke rolling away 
from a window in the second story of the 
Arlington, It was nota bay window. 

The witness did not notice whether the 
man who was shot lay across or along the 
sidewalk; but she remembered distinctly 
that bis feet were toward Los Angeles and 
his bead toward Aliso street. 

This closed the examination in chief, and 
it being already after 120’clock, the Court 
ordered a recess until 1:30 o’clock, : 

It was notice:ble that Mrs. Bradfield, 
who had hitherto remained with her son, 
Was absent from the courtroom when the 
trial was resumed at that hour; but the 
reason for this was soou made apparent to 
all pras ent.

The only discrepancy in the statement 
of the two women was that Mrs, Risin 
was confident that Mrs. Lee remained wit 

her all the time and never separated from 
her for a minute after the shvoting, a point 
— udge Carpenter dwelt upon at great

he defendant’s counsel then abruptly 
asked tue witness whetuer she knew Mrs. 
Bradfield, the defendant’s mother, and a 
genuine sensation was caused in the court- 
room when Mrs, Rising rep:ied that she had 
= Mrs. Bradfield once at her (witness’) 

ouse. 

Aftera whispered conference between 
defendant’s counsel, the witness was ques- 
tioned at considerable length on this sub- 
ject. She testified that after reading the re- 
ports inthe newspapers of the testimony 
given at the preliminary examination of 
Brad field. she was disgusted at the false 
statement made by a woman named Ciara 
Browa relative to Dye’s actions before the 
shooting, and p Ad a@ visit to Mrs. Bradfield’s 
house, but that lady was not at home, A 
young lady in aired her business, aud on 
learuing thatit was connected with the 
shooting affair, requestea Mrs. Kising to 
leave ber name and address. She did not 
happen to have one of her own Cards, but 
fuund one of herhusband’s in her reticuie 
and left that. 

A smali card was then produced by Judge 
Carpenter, who evidently looked upon it as 
a “irump,” aud the wiipess was asked to 
examine it, She did so, and stated that 
she did not know who wrote the letter s“ 
after the prefix Mr.,“ ur woo wrote tue ad- 
uressonit, The card was then introduced 
in evidence, 

An anonymous letter, signed by “A 
Friend,” aud epciosed in an enyelup 
addressed to “‘Mra, Cordelia P. Br dheid. 
No. 926 South Hill street, Los Angeles,”’ 
and postmarked Wos Angeles, June 7.“ 
was then shown to the wituess, who stated 
that she never saw the writing befure, bor 
did she know abytbing abvut it. Sue was 
asked whetuer she kaew Mrs. Lee’s hand- 
Writing, but replied that she hud never seen 
her tenant write. 

At this juneture Judge Carpenter placed 
the letter on the tabie before him, and 
made no effort to introduce it in evidence, 
when District Attorney McLachlan asked 
to be allowed to Bee it, and left the roou 
with it in nis hand, Tais roused the ire of 
the defendant’s couuse!, and Judge Car- 
penter jumped to his feet and insisted upon 
ihe immediate return of the letter. 

The Court thereupun ordered the bailiff 
to cali the Distriet Attorney back; but at 
that moment Mr, MeLachlau returued and 
empbaticaily demied the assertion of 
counsel that he had bven showing the docu- 
ment to his Witnesses. As the prosecuti n, 
in its turn, insisted upon the letter being in- 
troduced in evidence, it was put in and 
filed with the defendant’s exhibits, without 
being read, | 

Mrs. Rising then proceeded with her 
story. She stated that on the same day that 
sus called to see Mrs. Bradfield, and about 
turee hours later, that lady presented her- 
self at her house on Lyon street. The wit- 
ness then told Mra Bradfieid about having 
seen the faise statements made by the 
Brown woman in the papers, aud said that 
if she wanted to help her son’s case she had 
better stopthat sort of thing, or someone 
who had seen the affair would come forward 
and tell the truth of the matter, and her son 
would be convicted, Mrs. Bradfieid replied 
that they had “made a wrong move by 
putting that womau on the stand, but they 
would not make guch a mistake again.” 
She then asked Mis. Rising whether or not 
she was the “someone” referred to, and the 
witness replied thatshe was. Mra Brad- 
ficid then begged her not to give her evi- 
dence against her sop, and suggested that 
if she would goaway to San Fraucisco on a 
visit until after the trial was over, her 
expenses would be paid. ; 

Mrs. Kising indiguaatly denied the insin- 
uations of the detendaut's counsel that she 


had offered to withhold ber testimony if she | 


was paid for it, and the defendaut's counsel 
proceeded to catechise her upon a number 
of typewritten interrogatories upon a sueet 
of paper which be held in his baud. 

In response to these questions Mrs. Ris- 
ing devied that sue bad said to Mrs. Brad- 
lield on the occasion of the latter's visit to 
her house, that sue would give very damag- 
ing testimony against her son, but would 
not testity it Mrs. Bradfield would give ner 
money enougùu to go to San Francisco and 
Stuy there fur a wulle. 

‘The defense then sought to show that the 
wituess had stated in tue same interview 
that she had beard Dye say God damn 
you.“ or something like that, as he was shot; 
bul that also she deuied. 

Mrs. Kising turther stated that she had 
told Messrs. Shinn and Ling that ene 
would not accept a bribe, but that, if she 
could leave her home, sue might go to Sau 
Francisco on a visit at someone else's ex- 
pense.” 

The witness never on any occasion offered 
to accep: any sum, nor did Mrs. Bradticld 
moution any sum during the five minutes 
she remained at ihe house on byon street. 
Mrs. Rising also demed empha tical.y tunt 
she had told Mrs. Bradfield at that iut-r- 
view that „sue had been to see a lawyer, 
who had told her that by accepting the offer 
she would be compounding a teiouy, but 
that in spite of wnat he had said she would 


0 il. 

The defense then questioned Mrs. Rising 
as to Whelber or not sue knew Detective 
Fred Smith and G. W. Anderson, and on 
herreplying that se did not, both were 
called into court for identificatioa, Point- 
ing to Anderson, the witness said that she 
recogn.zed him as having been at her house 
with a dark man, but Smith she failed to 
identify, saying that if he was the man who 
calied to see her, he must have altered his 
appearance since. The two men she re- 
ferred to called upon her in the evening 
after Mrs. Bradfieid’s visit. 

Tue witness denied that she ever stated 
to Anderson that Dye never turned or 
raised his head until atter the second shot 
was fired, or that he must dave been snot in 
the buck.” She was then asked whether 
or not suec lied at the office of Shiun and 
Ling on the Sunday after Mrs. Bradfield’s 
visit and told those gentlemen “that she 
had called for that 850 to go way with, and 
that unless it was fortucoming by 6 o’clock 
she would go over to the other side, which 
she heard had offered $1000.” She replied 
very emphatica.iy, “Certainly not, Sir!“ 

‘Tbe defenses claim that this womun sought 
out Mrs. Bradfieid and sald to her that she 
would. if put upon the stand. be compelled 
to give damacinuy testimony against the ac- 
cuse 1, but sue was wiiling, for a considera- 
ion, to leave the city aud thereby absent 
herself from the trial, She wanted oMrs. 
bradfield to pay her money epough to take 
ber to Sau Francisco, defray ber expenses 
there aud pay ber fure back to Los Augeles 
after the trial. ‘This Mrs. Bradfield says 
sue deciined to do and referrred the woman 
to Mason Bradficid’s attorneys, who took 
her statement and heatd her demand for 
money renewed in their presence. The testi- 
mony for the defense on this point is, of 
course, yet to come. 

Mrs, Rising was then taken ip hand again 
by tue prosecution, who eatled upon her to 
reiterate the wivle story Of her visit to Mrs. 
Bradtield’s house aud that lady’s subsequent 
Call iu return. Sne stated that the particu- 
lar testimouy to whicy she took exception, 
was that of Clara Brown, a woman who 
Claimed to have been at the Arlington 
House and seen Dye walking up aud duwn 
Commercial street brandistiog à pistol. 

The defendan’s counsel raised a Vigorous 
objection to this tesumony and the Court 
coufined the District Attorney to the evi- 
dence brought out by the defense. 

Tue witness then proceeded to-relate the 
circumstances of the visit ot Anderson and 
the other min, who called in the evening 
alter Mrs. Bradfiela’s visit, They told her 
that they had come from Mesars. Shinn and 
Ling, as friends of Mrs, Bradfield, who were 
auxious to do all they could to save that 
laay’s son. 

After hearing her tell what she had seen 
of the shouting, they asked ber if she was 
willing to go away ‘for a while, and if so, 
how much she wanted. Shefefused to make 
aby terms, saying she wisbed o think the 
matter over, aud they them pressed her to 
call and see Shinn & Ling: one of them

ber composure admirably throughout the 
trying urdeal and was not shaken ina 
single Particular. 

Ine defendant’s dounsel then held a 
whispered cooference and Judge Carpenter 
said That's all, Madam,“ but just as she 
reached the outer rail R. A. Ling, Esq., 
began to question her again. The Court 
warmly repruved the defendant’s counsel, 
and requested Mrs. Rising to return to the 
stand, when the attorney questioned her 
again very closely as to her conversation wiih 
him in the office, and she again denied 
point blank that she made the statements 
ascribed to het in the iuterrogatorles. 

W. H. Shinn, Ksq., then took her in hand 
and asked her wuetner or uot she called at 
his office in his absence, and calling his 
typewriter into another room, told her to 
toll him that as the money was not forth- 
coming she wWis going to testify against 
Bradfield. This she denied emphatically, 
and explained the circumstagces as follows: 
Heuring that young Bradfield: had bee 
acq.‘tted at the examination, she called at 
Shinn’s office to iuquire whether it was so. 
Mr. Shinn being out, she addressed a lady 
there, and learned that Bradfield had been 
released on bail only; and she then left 
word for Mr. Shina that she considered 
what she had promised as all over with.“ 

‘The witness was then finally excused, 
and Mrs. Lee was recalled; but it being 
already time for adjournment and Jude 
Suits being anxious to catch a train, the 
Court demurred. As, however, the District 
Attorney promised to ask but one questi n, 
sue was put upon the stand, and stated that 
she had made a mistake in testifying, at the 
morning session, thatshe saw smoke com- 
ing froma bay window at the Arlington, 
as she had examined the building since. 

On eross- examination Mrs. Lee admitted 
that the District Attorney~ had called her 
attention to the mistake, and that she, Mrs. 
Rising and that official had visited the place 
together during the recess, She also stated 
that she hadtwochildren, but the Court 
sustained the District Attorney’s objection 
to any further examination as to her, pri- 
vate affairs, as immaterial: and the withbess 
was excused. 

A recess was then ordered until 10 o’clock 
this morniog.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE COMING 
ENCAMPMENT. 


Everthing Will Be Conducted In Reg- 
ular Military Style—The Camp 
Routine—Dally Drills and 

Parades. 


Santa Monica may well de proud, It 
hung high but they got the persimmon. 
The citizsus of that place have, after untir- 
ing efforts, obtained the encampment of the 
First Brigade N. G. C., which will be held 
for ten days commencing August 15. There 
will be twelve companies, a battery, a signal 
corps and a drum and bugle corps of thirty- 
two men, besides the regimental bands and 
the different regimental and brigade head- 
quarters, 

The encampment this year promises to be 
a surprise to the guardsmen as well as to 
others interested in military matters. This 
encampment will be unlike that of the North- 
ern miiitia, who pitched their tents by the 
sounding ssa“ at Santa Cruz (Camp Mark- 
ham), and who evidently do not under- 
stand for what purpose the laws of the State 
intend these encampments. They speak 
of Camp Markham as “a blaze of splendor.”’ 
One comp.ny striving to outdo the 
otherin decorations. Japanese lanterns, 
fans, rugs, tapestry, satin and siik 
portieres, and band-painted banners on 
which were painted or worked inscriptions 
such as Bummers Hotel,” and other such 
quaint legends. What surprises one more, 
is to think that that the genial Adjutant 
General of the State was present, and per- 
mitted such fol:y instead of having the 
young soldiers of the North spend more 
than two hours of each day in drill, and 
having fewer receptions, etc. The General, 
only a few weeks ago, issueda circular in 
which he explained himself against decora- 
tions in camp, and that ever-neglected 
“nand-shaking.”” 

There will be none of this in the camp of 
the First Brigade, all will be military from 
the word go. The biue uniforms of the 
boys’ with the regulation trimmings, the 
white tents without decorations, and the 
banuer of the RKepubiic—the Stars and 
Stripes, will de the only decorations in 


camp. 

It nas been arranged to have all the prin- 
cipal work done in the morning. The boys 
will be pulled out of their bunks at 5 or 5:80 
o’clock a. m., and everything will be over at 
11 o’ciock-a.m., which will give them time 
for a pluuge in the surt before mess“ at 
12 o’clock m., after which they will be at 
liberty until dress parade at5 o’clock p.m. 
The General has promised the boys that 
they will not be required to “pass in re- 
view“ at all bours of the day, bat that all 
reviews will be directly after dress parade 
in the evening, which will allow the boys 
time to entertain their best girls and not be 
expecting at any moment to be called upon 
to “look their tinest” for some officer who 
could have made his visit convenient to the 
bovs as well as tc himself. 

During the afternoon of each day Lieut. 
Steere will speed the horses attached to the 
battery, and drill the boys in rapid firing 
with “grape and canister,” as weil as in the 
feat «+f being thrown from the backs of well- 
drilled artiliery horses without the least 
exertion, 

The signal corps will be in -commupica- 
tion with this city from the mount ins near 
Santa Monica, and those who spend the 
summer at the “city by the sea” may wit- 
ness the signalling at night from the moun- 
tains as weil as during the day. 

There will be a regulation ambulance in 
camp and the Governor, when he visits the 
camp, will be driven to the camp in a gen- 
ulne ambulance and behlld the “army 
mule” in due style, : 

It is to be regretted that the employers of 
many of the boys are unwilling to allow 
them a vacation during the encampwent 
and instead of encouraging the N.tional 
Ga ra iu this way, seem to think it is all

The Terminal Road, Meets a 
Serious Obstacle. 


CARS FOR THE ELECTRIC ROAD 


President for a Day—Southern Pa-

The directors of the Los Angeles Term: 
nal Railroad bad occasion to transact some 
business Monday, in relation to the com- 
pany’s bonds. It was necessary that a full 
board should be present, but President 
Hobert, who isin St. Louis, could not be 
here for the occasion. In order to comply 
with the formal requirements, Mr, Hobart 
resigned as president and ex-Mayor Work- 
man was elected to the office, serving as 
chief administrative officer throughout the 
meeting. When the business of the day bad 
been transacted, and Mr. Workman bad 
served as president a few heurs, with credit 
to himself, he resigned his office, and Mr. 
Hobart ot St. Louis was reéiected. Thus, 
it will be seen that Mr. Hobart is still prest- 
dent of the Terminal Railroad, depsite the 
effort of a too-ambitious reporter to retire 
him permanently. 


THE TERMINAL's TROUBLE. 

The Los Augeles ‘Terminal Kailroad hes 
encountered a serious obstruction in the 
way of its progress to Long Beach. The 
fact that a piece of right-of-way just outside 
this city, through the lands ot the Temple 
estate, is as yet unsecured, has been pre- 
viously mentioned. The dispute over the

The new double-header“ cars of the 
Consolidated Electric road are expected to 
arrive here about September 1. Fully sixty 
of these elegant cars will be required for 
the system in Los Angeles. 

The railroad companies are rather slow 
this year in quoting the Grand Army N 
arate for their annual encampment which 
takes place at Detroit, Mich., on August 4 
The Chicago and Alton threatens to under 
cut any rate that may be made. 

Division Superintendent J. 8. Noble of 
the Southern Pucific at Tucson came to Los 
Angeles, yesterday, to cool off. The 
weather in ‘lucson has not become warm 
yet this summer, the thermometer ‘having 
‘indicated notuing higher than 105° in the 
shade. 

Thus far the fruit shipments this year 
from the North are considerably ahead of 
last seasou. The total up to and including 
July 10 is 576 cara, or about 6000 tuns, 
while for the s me period last year the 
number of carloads of green fruit shipped 
east was 300. 

Southern Pacific engineers are now busy 
surveying the site for the new roundhouse, 
which is to be erected in Fresno at au early 
date, preparatory to moving the division 
headquarters from Tulare to that city, 
which will be done before the first of the 
year. The new roundhouse will have stalis 
for twenty locomotives, and will be located 
on the reservation north of Fresno street.

SAN DIEGU TRAGEDY. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS OF THE 
BLOODY AFFRAY. 


Marshal Gard Says the Men Who 
Assaulted the Sallors Were 
Not Deputy Mar- 
shals. 


The news of the bloody affray at San 
Diego, Tuesday, between sailors from the 
cruiser Charieston and “deputy United 
States marshals,” in which one of the 
former was killed and others severely in- 
jured, an account of which was published 
in Tue Times yesterday morning, caused 
considerable talk here. . 

Marshal Gard states that the men are not 
deputies of his; that he has but one deputy 
in San Diego and that is bis brother, and 
that he knew nothing about the affair or 
the men who took part in it, beyond what 
he bad seen in the papers. 

Advices from San Diego are to the effect 
that there is a great deal of feeling against 
the officers, and indignation runs high. 

Yesterday morning there were eight or 
ten of the biue-jackets reported on shore 
over time, and the officers again started out 
to earn the reward and found two of the 
men in a saloon on Fifth street, between I 
and J streets, They attempted to take the 
men, who resisted, and in a few moments a 
lively fight was in progress, in which the 
officers used their clubs freely. A _ haif- 
dozen blue-jackets came running up to the 


relief of their shipmates and Officer Breed- __ 


love again left the field to secure reinforce- 
ments. He soon returned with a posse 
composed of Tell Grether, Peter Gurrie, 
Charies Wilson, Dan Mendenhall and A. 
M. Coats. ‘These men bad been armed with 
ciubs and on their arrival they found the 
blue-jackets in possession of the field and 
not at all disposed to retreat. 

At 12 o’ciock (uoun) the officers charged 
in full force, and what followed can not be 
well described.” The air was full of clubs, 
and it was first the officers and then the 
sailors and vice versa, uutil the combatants 
mutually separated from exhaustion, The 
sailors had captured the majority of the offi- 
cers’ clubs, several pairs of handcuffs, aud, 
it is said, one or two revoivers. They re- 
tired to the Silver Moon saloon, at the cor- 
ner of Third and 1 streets, and entrenched 
themselves in the second story, where they 
took stock of their weunds. 

Several had very severe bruises; one, a 
sailor named Givens, had a serious cut 
over the riguteye, the scalp having been 
cut and torn until turned downward, expos- 
ing the skull la a horrible manner. ‘lbree 
were missing. Those that were able es- 
caped by the way of some houses of 1il-fame 
adjoining the saloon, the women assisting 
them, aud at once went on board their ship. 

There were many eye-witnesses to the 
affair, and the sentiment of the citizens 
was and is entirely with the sailors. The 
officers have not been able to give a de- 
tallied report and everyone has his version 
of the «ffair, but the one stated above seeuis 
to be correct. The officers estimate the 
number of sailors all the way from fifteen 
to forty, but the testimony of a dozen spec- 
tators zoes to show there were not to exceed 
ten. ‘hey had secured weapons the best 
they could, one having a piece of a baseball 
bat and a colored sailor with a piece of inch 
gas pipe did effective execution, fouxht bis 
way out and escaped. In the heat of tne con- 
flict itis said that a man driving an oil 
wagon rode into the midst of the fray and 
struck rightand left with a heavy whip 
whenever he could see a sallor's head. This 
man, itis claimed, is the ove that struck 
Givens and then drove the wagon across his 
body. ‘Ihe cunstabies did not escape with- 
out rough haudling. W. W. Webb was 
knocked down once or twice and kicked, 
while nearly all of the others carry marks 
of the conflict. The sailors, after captur- 
ing the officers’ weapons, made no attempt 
to use them, and itis said a spectator of- 
fered a sailor a six-shooter, but he refused 
it, saying: If Lam not able to hold my 
own with my fists, let ’em take me.” 

At 12:30 o’ciock a sailor staggered into 
the Kansas stables at the corner of Fourth 
and I streets and sat down in a chair in the 
office. Mr, McGuire, the man in charge, 
supposed him to be Qintoxicated and 
said nothing to him, a8 they irequentiy 
come in there when passing. In a few 
moments the man fell from the chair, but 
arose and staggered toward the rear of 
the stable. He seemed unable 4o hold 
up his head, and was conducted to a 
box stall used as a grain bin. In the 
course of an hour Mr. McGuire went back 
to the man, and finding him in an uncom- 
furtable position, assisted him to move. 
The man sat up fora moment and again 
laid down, with an almost incoherent re- 
mark that he couldn't sit up. At 2 o’clock 
the stable boy reported that the man was 
sleeping, as he was snoring. At 2:45 the 
boy again reported that “he’s a layin’ awful 
still, back there.” Mr. McGuire paid the 
Stall another visit, and found the man lying 
partly on his face, with the blood running 
from bis nose and mouth. He was then 
quite dead. That man was Joe Brown, a 
man-ot-war's man from the Charleston.

The Teachers’. Retreat met at 10 o’clock. 
Prof. E. P'. Rowell of Santa Monica spoke 
on “Examinations and Promotions.” He 
has some decided views on the subject and 
somewhat at variance with prevalent prae- 
tices. He objects to the system of teachers’ 
examinations as now conducted, and be- 
Heves that proper credentials from our 
State should te accepted in all others, and 
with that object in view he recommends a 
national, or even international, bureau of 
examiners, whose duties it shail be to pass 
on the qualifications of those desiring to 
enter public school work. 

Written examination for scholars he se- 
verely criticised and believes that they 
should be promoted solely onthe recom- 
mendation of the teachers. If county 
boards repose sufficient confidence ina 
teacher to allow him to take charge ot a 
student, it is not consistent to say that 
teacher has not the ability to know when 
the scholar should go up higher. The 
system of written examinations seeks to 
measure a child’s capacity by an erroneous 
method. A child may failin every written 
examination and still be capable of going 
forward, or he may answer every question 
correctiy and not be competent todo the 
higher work.” In Oakland, San Francisco, 
Sacramento, and now Los Angeles city, the 
teachers, and nota board of strangers, pro- 
mote, and the plan is most successful, 

Not till this system that we are n 
following in the county schools is abolished 
shall we reach the R for which all are 
striving.” 

Prof. C. H. Keyes of Riverside was the 
next on the programme.

The son of the horny-handed son of 
toil who finds himseif heir to a comfortable 
fortune may soon learn to speak of the

There is no doubt but that a section of 
the gang of safe-robbers, who have been 
operating in San Francisco and Oakland for 
some months past, have changed their base 
of operations to Los Angeles. Some time 
ago au attempt was made to crack 
the safe in the office of the Santa 
Fé Rallroad, on First street, which 
was unsuccessful, the thieves being 
frightened off by the night watchman 
Some time after this job Jimmy Hope, the 
oldest and one of the most expert bank 
robbers in the United States, was seen on 
Spring street by an officer who saw Hope in 
the penitentiary, and recognized bim. This 
officer is positive that the man he saw was 
Hope, and he followed him to the corner of 
Spring and Third streets, where all trace of 
him was lost, the man evidently having 
“tumbled” to the fact that he was being 
watched, and gave the officer the slip. 

A week or two later the safe of the Los 
Angeles Soda Factory,onCommercial street, 
was blown open between 3 and 4 o’cleck in 
the morning and $500 stolen. In this case 
such a large charge of powder was used 
that the bdilding was partially wrecked and 
the neighborhood was eroused. A number 
of persons saw the robbers, threein num- 
ber, leaving the place, but they were too 
excited to stop them, in fact were so badly 
frightened that they could not even de- 
scribe the men. Several arrests were 
made by the police who were on the 
ground shortly after the robbery, and 
in one case, ohe of the men was partial! 
identified, but no one would swear posi- 
tively that he was one of the trio seen 
leaving the building, and the upshot of the 
whole matter was that all the men arrested 
were released, there being no evidence on 
which to hold them. he robbers left 
behind them a brace, and this was ‘secured 
by the police, From the fact that this job 
was done in a very bungling manner, the 
thieves almost blowing themselves up by 

utting in too much powder, the author- 
ties came to the conclusion that the work 
was that of amateurs, althéugh some of the 
officers insisted that it was professional“ 
work, and that the thieves had only made 
a miscalculation.’ 
The detectives of both the police depart- 
mentand the Sheriff’s office have been at 
work on the case ever since it happened, 
but have not succeeded in finding the slight- 
est clew until yesterday morning, when 
the gang made their presence manifest by 
turning another job, cracking“ one of the 
safes ofthe Union Lime Company, in the 
office at No. 359 East Second street, between 
3 and 4 o’clock. 
The robbery was first discovered by one 
of Kearney’s patrolmen, who reported the 
case to the police station, and in a few 
minutes Detective Bosqui was on the scene, 
The work was evidently done by the same 
ang that blew open the soda works safe, 
ut they profited by their experience, and 
did not use any powder. There are two 
safes in the office, a large burgiar-proof and 
a small fire-proof. ‘lhe latter was selected, 
a hole was drilled through the door, and 
the cast-iron bar broken with a steel punch,

No attempt was made 
on the big safe. Detective Bosqui found 
the steel punches, and these are in the pos- 
session of the authorities. 

The detectives are at work on the case, 
but so tar they have discovered nothing. 
It is more than probable that further — 
beries will take place, as over fifty satfes 
were robbed in San Francisco and Oakland, 
and not a thief has been captured. Mer- 
chants and others cannot be too careful 
about leaving large sums of money la safes 
in out-of-the-way places.

Camp- 
bell is indorsed for its honesty and 
economy, and the last session of the 
Assembly is commended for its econ- 
omy and reform, ,and especially for 
having provided for a secret ballot.

We are opposed to all class legislation, 
and believe in a tariff levied for the sole

HELD UP THE STABLE MAN. 


A Big Pistol “‘Persuades” Him to 
- Give up 820.

“RONEY” CRANE SHOT. 


Attempted Assassination of the An- 
telope Valiey Terror. 

“Rony” Crane, who for seme time past 
has been a terror in Antelope Valley, and 
has figured in numerous fights and quar- 
rels, is-lying at the county hospital in a 
dangerous condition from the effects of a 
gunshot wound inflicted by some unknowa 
person. 

Tuesday night about 9:30 o’clock Crane 
was sitting in a saloon at Lancaster reading 
a book. He heard the click of a gun, threw 
the book in front of his face, and a second 
later two shots were fired through the open 
window from a shotgun lo«ded with buck- 
shot.

‘Crane Mas brought to this tty by the 
morning train yesterday. He had been 
spitting blood profusely, and before leaving 
Lancaster made his will, telling the boys 
that he believed that he would die within 
three or four days. 

On arriving here he was taken te the hos- 
pital, and while no probing has been done, 


Crane was resting comvaratively easy last 
night, and the atiendanis at 9 o’cieck re- 
ported him sleeping. 
Sheriff Gibson bas gone to Lancaster, and 
it is probable that some arrests will be made 
today. Crane has many enemies, and it 
will be verv difficuit to locate the assassin.
